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Large  v.  small 

Sauce  for  the  goose  should  be  sauce  for  the  gander,  but 
it  is  evident  that  in  retailing  terms  the  recipes  offered  to 
the  multiple  chains  and  the  smaller  independents  are 
often  very  different  in  character. 

Of  course  it  is  inevitable  that  the  buying  power  of  the 
multiples  should  attract  greater  discounts  than  are 
available  to  the  independents,  but  the  latter  have  often 
felt  that  the  gap  was  too  wide  to  be  explained  by  cost 
"savings"  made  by  the  manufacturer — particularly  when 
sometimes  it  paid  an  independent  to  buy  lines  from  his 
local  supermarket  rather  than  direct  at  trade  terms! 

Now  the  Price  Commission  has  confirmed  those 
suspicions — actually  in  respect  of  food  items  but  surely 
applicable  to  much  chemists'  merchandise.  In  a  report  on 
Cadbury-Schweppes  Foods  Ltd,  the  Commission  argues 
that  in  the  food  industry  as  a  whole  the  system  of 
overriding  discounts  commonly  used — that  is,  discounts 
related  to  the  total  annual  purchases  of  one  supplier's 
products  by  a  trade  customer — is  often  not  demonstrably 
related  to  cost  savings.  In  certain  circumstances,  the 
Commission  considers  this  may  distort  competition.  It 
would  "welcome  a  review  of  such  systems."  Trade 
bonuses  are  found  not  to  relate  to  cost  savings  and  may 
only  favour  large  customers.  The  report  says:  "We  think 
that  the  trade  should  consider  replacing  these  bonuses 
with  discounts  which  reflect  cost  savings  and  which  are 
non-discretionary."  We  can  detect  a  loud  "hear-hear"  from 
all  independents! 

This  pricing  policy  has  a  direct  parallel  among  the 
agency  cosmetics  and  perfumery  houses,  as  spelled  out 
in  the  article  by  Graham  Walker  last  week  (p351).  Mr 
Walker  stated:  "We  must  realise  that  unless  mass  market 
fragrances  are  available  to  all  independents  on  the  same 
terms  as  they  are  to  multiples,  then  the  credibility  of  the 
independent  sector  as  a  channel  of  distribution  will  be 
irredeemably  damaged." 

The  shelves  of  the  multiples  provide  clear  evidence  of 
the  different  "rules"  some  agencies  inflict  on  independents 
in  comparison  with  their  major  multiple  customers,  and 
we  must  applaud  the  decision  of  the  NPA  Board  to  take 
up  this  fight  on  behalf  of  its  members  (p378).  The 
agency  houses  must  be  made  to  realise  that  they  cannot 
continue  to  have  the  best  of  both  worlds — a  mass  market 
for  their  top  sellers  through  privileged  multiples  combined 
with  full  "distribution"  of  the  slow  sellers  at  the  expense 
of  the  independent  chemist.  It  is  a  shortsighted  policy, 
because  as  the  independents  lose  their  main  sales  to 
the  "top  of  the  rar\ge"  stockists,  they  will  be  unable  to 
afford  the  luxury  of  retaining  the  agency  at  all.  The 
sooner  these  dual  standards  are  abandoned  the  better 
it  will  be  for  all  concerned. 

And  speaking  of  dual  standards,  we  cannot  overlook 
what  surely  ranks  as  one  of  the  retailing  quotes  of  the 
decade.  Interviewed  in  the  London  Evening  News  last 
week,  Mr  M.  Darnell,  managing  director  of  Tesco's 
clothing  concerns,  is  reported  being  "quite  angry  about 
those  competitors  who  have  sneaked  into  the  food 
market  'stealing  part  of  our  pie'  as  he  puts  it.  Tesco's 
onslaught  into  fashion  is  a  chance  to  get  their  own  back." 
We  offer  no  further  comment! 
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Agencies:  NPA  calls 
for  new  policy 


The  NPA  board  of  management  decided 
at  its  last  meeting  that  agency  cosmetic 
houses  should  be  encouraged  to  dis- 
tribute their  fast-selling  products  through 
wholesalers  so  that  independent  phar- 
macists would  have  the  same  choice  as 
multiples  without  having  to  stock  full 
ranges  and  support  all  promotions. 

The  decision  arose  after  discussion  of 
the  growing  practice  at  Christmas  time 
of  agency  cosmetic  houses  distributing 
their  fast-selling  lines  through  the  ware- 
houses of  multiples,  a  point  Mr  Graham 


The  National  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion is  writing  to  the  Department  of 
Health  suggesting  changes  that  should 
be  made  to  the  prescription-only  medi- 
cine Regulations  before  they  are  re- 
introduced this  autumn. 

The  letter  emphasises  that  the  Regu- 
lations undervalue  the  pharmacist's  ex- 
pertise and  should  give  him  more  scope 
to  exercise  his  professional  judgment  and 
discretion.  NPA  is  concerned  that  the 
range  of  medicines  available  for  phar- 
macists to  sell  without  prescription  is 
unnecessarily  restricted.  One  suggestion 
put  forward  is  that  there  should  be  an 
additional  schedule  listing  an  extensive 
range  of  medicines  which  are  prescrip- 
tion only  except  when  sold  by  a  phar- 
macist to  a  person  known  to  him  as  a 
bona  fide  customer. 

Emergency  supplies 

The  NPA  is  also  pressing  for  extension 
of  the  emergency  supply  period  to  five 
days  and  for  the  range  of  original  packs 
acceptable  under  this  exemption  to  in- 
clude any  sterile  product,  ointment  or 
cream,  a  full  course  of  antibiotics  and 
a  complete  cycle  of  oral  contraceptives. 
The  letter  adds  that  some  active  in- 
gredient limits  are  set  overcautiously 
low.  Other  subjects  covered  include  the 
supply  of  injections,  veterinary  insulin, 
ergometrine  injections  for  administration 
by  midwives,  and  writing  of  labels. 

The  letter  was  approved  at  the  NPA 
board  of  management's  meeting  on 
February  28  when  it  was  also  reported 
that  members  were  keeping  the  NPA 
offices  informed  about  bottle  shortages 
in  their  areas.  The  information  was  being 
relayed  to  the  Glass  Manufacturers' 
Federation  and  to  the  PSNC  with  a  view 
to  extending  the  special  container  pay- 
ment should  the  situation  not  improve. 

Mr  Tim  Astill.  deputy  secretary,  re- 
ported that  a  Consumer  Safety  Bill  was 
under  discussion  in  Parliament  and  that, 
because  it  was  bound  to  attract  all-party 
support,  it  was  likely  to  become  law. 


Walker  drew  attention  to  last  week 
(p351.  See  also  pp377,  383).  The  NPA  is 
to  approach  all  those  manufacturers  who 
made  products  available  to  the  multiples 
in  this  way  last  Christmas,  asking  that 
independents  should  receive  similar 
opportunities  this  year. 

It  was  also  understood  that  Elizabeth 
Arden  will  be  withdrawing  their  new 
conditions  of  sale  documents  for  re- 
drafting and  re-issue  at  a  later  date.  NPA 
members  will  be  advised  in  the  Supple- 
ment of  the  changed  position. 


It  would  then  be  possible  for  Parliament 
to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  goods  speci- 
fied in  Regulations  made  under  the  Act 
once  it  came  into  force.  The  NPA 
would  be  considering  the  suggested  list 
of  exclusions. 

Following  a  discussion  between  Mr 
Wright,  NPA  group  director,  and  Mr 
D.  F.  Lewis,  Pharmaceutical  Society 
secretary,  over  the  impasse  reached  with 
the  Home  Office  over  increasing  wit- 
nesses' allowances  for  retail  pharmacists, 
it  was  agreed  to  delay  the  board's  next 
approach  to  the  Home  Office  until  the 
next  time  clear  evidence  of  a  pharmacist 
suffering  hardship  was  available. 

NHS  invoice  details 

After  agreeing  that  a  Scottish  monthly 
NHS  invoice  form  submitted  by  a  mem- 
ber provided  more  detail  than  its  English 
counterpart,  the  board  decided  to  re- 
commend to  the  PSNC  the  adoption  of 
a  more  informative  invoice  form  for 
pharmacy  contractors  in  England  and 
Wales.  The  revised  NPA  notes  for  mem- 
bers on  valuation  of  goodwill  were 
approved  for  issue  to  members  as  and 
when  requested. 

After  receiving  a  report  from  the 
Burnley  &  District  Branch  about  a  plan- 
ning application  for  a  building  to  be 
erected  adjacent  to  a  health  centre  it 
was  decided  that  the  NPA  would  support 
local  members  in  the  objections  being 
made  to  the  local  council. 

After  considering  the  wording  of  a 
"pilot  questionnaire"  devised  by  students 
of  the  Middlesex  Polytechnic  for  a 
planned  project  on  "The  role  of  the 
pharmacist  in  the  UK",  the  board  de- 
cided that  it  could  not  itself  support  the 
inquiry  and  that  it  should  be  left  to 
individual  NPA  members  who  might  be 
approached  to  decide  whether  to  co- 
operate or  not.  The  students  were  plan- 
ning initially  to  approach  25  pharmacies 
in  North  London. 

The  Business  Services  Committee  de- 
clined an  offer  to  become  involved  in 


the  marketing  of  a  warning  label  •  de- 
signed for  use  by  the  public  to  identify 
containers  of  bleaches,  weed  killers,  dis- 
infectants, etc.  Known  as  "Little  pirate 
raider  savers",  the  labels  depicted  a  black 
skull  and  crossbones  against  a  fluorescent 
yellow  background.  Despite  the  pro- 
moter's claim  that  the  labels  had  had  a 
good  reception  among  local  consumer 
groups  in  Scotland,  the  Committee  felt 
that  the  labels  might  attract  rather  than 
deter  young  children. 

NPA  branch 
officers  are 
'more  militant' 

NPA's  Business  Services  Committee  re- 
ceived a  report  from  the  local  organisa- 
tions officer,  Mr  W.  A.  G.  Kneale, 
about  his  latest  series  of  visits  to  the 
pharmacies  of  NPA  branch  chairmen 
and  secretaries.  He  had  found  that  pre- 
sent branch  officers  had  noticeably  more 
pronounced  views  about  the  pharmacist's 
worth  to  the  community  than  had  some 
of  their  predecessors.  They  were  articu- 
late in  their  demands  for  greater  re- 
cognition in  terms  of  considerably  higher 
remuneration  and  greater  security 
through  some  form  of  planning  or  limita- 
tion of  contracts.  The  number  of  mili- 
tants was  on  the  increase.  They  did  not 
accept  that  the  spread  of  health  centres 
would  be  the  end  of  retail  pharmacy 
nor  did  they  feel  that  the  independent 
proprietor  would  fold  up  in  the  face  of 
the  multiples.  They  did  not  see  anything 
unprofessional  about  running  a  success- 
ful over-the-counter  business. 

There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the 
underlying  principles  reflected  in  the  re- 
port and  several  different  views  as  to 
the  appropriate  way  forward.  It  was 
generally  felt  that  more  positive  action 
should  be  taken  by  the  board  with  re- 
gard to  meeting  the  clear  wish  of  the 
majority  of  members  for  greater  free- 
dom in  the  use  of  the  word  "chemist" 
in  advertising  and  also  towards  estab- 
lishing some  degree  of  limitation  of  con- 
tract, particularly  around  health  centres. 
The  report  underlined  the  importance 
to  members  of  the  need  for  continuing 
support  from  the  NPA  for  their  counter 
trade  to  keep  pharmacies  viable. 

Agreement  on 
propantheline  price 

Where  a  pharmacist  cannot  obtain 
propantheline  tablets  BP  to  meet  an 
open  order  on  FP10  agreement  has 
been  reached  with  the  Department  of 
Health  that  Probanthine  may  be  sup- 
plied, on  which  reimbursement  will  be 
made  subject  to  the  chemist's  endorse- 
ment of  the  prescription  to  that  effect. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  also  says  that  the  Drug 
Tariff  price  of  paracetamol  tablets  BP 
from  April  1,  will  be  the  average  of 
prices  by  Cox,  Evans,  Kerfoot  and 
Macarthys.

Man  'posed  as  pharmacist' 

A  man  deceived  an  elderly  couple  into 
thinking  he  was  a  chemist  and  took 
money  from  others,  it  was  alleged  at 
Derby  Crown  Court  on  Monday. 
Sydney  Duncan  Noble,  49,  has  pleaded 
not  guilty  to  three  charges  of  obtaining 
property  by  deception  and  not  guilty 
to  two  charges  of  dishonestly  obtaining 
cash  by  deception. 

Mr  Richard  Inglis,  prosecuting,  said 
that  on  August  3,  1977,  a  man  whom 
the  prosecution  claim  was  Mr  Noble, 
called  at  the  home  of  Mr  and  Mrs 
Arthur  Fleming  in  City  Road,  Derby. 
He  told  Mrs  Fleming  he  was  "looking 
for  a  little  old  lady  who  lives  alone"  and 
engaged  her  in  conversation  claiming  he 
was  the  local  pharmacist. 


Inside  the  flat  the  man  was  shown  a 
bottle  of  tablets  prescribed  for  Mr  Flem- 
ing, said  he  should  not  be  taking  them 
and  put  them  in  his  pocket.  He  also 
asked  the  couple  if  they  had  any  empty 
medicine  bottles  and  they  gave  him  about 
a  dozen.  The  prosecution  alleged  that 
Mr  Noble  visited  two  other  old  ladies 
in  Derby  on  the  same  day  and  obtained 
money  from  them. 

When  arrested  some  days  later,  Mr 
Noble  told  police  he  had  never  been  to 
Derby  and  on  the  day  in  question  had 
crossed  from  Ireland  to  Hollyhead  and 
taken  a  train  to  Euston.  As  C&D  went 
to  press  it  was  learned  that  Mr  Noble 
had  sinced  changed  his  plea  and  admitted 
the  charges  against  him. 


Unichem  have  received  about  2,500 
entries  to  the  "castaway  prices"  con- 
sumer promotion  competition  which  was 
advertised  on  radio  and  television. 

Mr  Peter  Dodd,  Unichem's  managing 
director,  told  C&D  that  this  number  was 
high  for  such  an  early  stage  in  a  com- 
petition— usually  entries  tended  to  flood 
in  at  the  last  minute.  Several  pharmacists 
had  commented  favourably  on  the  cam- 
paigns, both  directly  to  the  company  and 
via  the  representatives.  Mr  Dodd  added 
that  a  few  members  of  the  public  had 
telephoned  saying  their  local  chemist  was 
not  taking  part  in  the  promotion  and 
asking  for  details  of  chemists  who  were. 

However,  a  number  of  pharmacists 
contacted  by  C&D  said  they  had  noticed 
no  reaction  from  customers  to  the  tele- 
vision campaign  but  Mr  Dodd  explained 
it  was  unlikely  that  customers  would 
make  specific  reference  to  the  advertis- 
ing when  buying  goods.  He  added  that 
Unichem  had  received  a  "great  deal  of 
sympathetic  comment"  from  pharmacists 
regarding  the  complaint  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Statutory  Committee 
on  the  1977  poster  and  competition  cam- 
paign (last  week,  p339). 

Mr  Ennals  considers 
PSNC  letter 

Mr  David  Ennals,  Secretary  for  Social 
Services,  said  in  a  Parliamentary  written 
answer  on  Monday  that  he  was  "con- 
sidering" representations  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Services  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee following  his  rejection  of  its 
claim  for  an  increase  in  profit  margin. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Mr  Ken- 
neth Clarke  MP,  one  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Parliamentary  advisers, 
Mr  Ennals  said  he  had  told  PSNC  that 
whilst  he  did  not  necessarily  rule  out 
arbitration  in  all  circumstances,  he  felt 
the  question  should  be  deferred  "until 
it  could  be  seen  how  the  recently  intro- 
duced changes  in  the  payment  system 
worked  out  in  practice." 

Meanwhile  the  number  of  MPs'  sig- 
natures on  the  "early  day"  motion  call- 
ing for  more  funds  for  community 
pharmacies,  shot  up  during  the  week. 
The  number  had  hovered  around  the 
180  mark  for  some  time  but  by  Tuesday 
there  were  241  signatures,  following 
further  meetings  between  Miss  Maureen 
Tomison,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
head  of  publicity,  and  MPs.  She  also 
took  part  in  a  20-minute  interview  on 
Radio  Brighton  last  week,  together  with 
the  East  Sussex  area  pharmaceutical 
officer,  Mr  A.  R.  Whittingham. 
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Reprimand  over 
drug  records 

A  superintendent  pharmacist  was  repri- 
manded by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
Statutory  Committee,  this  week,  after 
agreeing  he  had  failed  to  keep  proper 
records  of  Controlled  Drugs  at  his  phar- 
macy in  High  Road,  Wood  Green,  Lon- 
don. He  said  the  lapse  was  caused  by 
anxiety  that  a  rival  chemist  would  force 
him  out  of  business. 

Mr  Christof  Christodoulou,  of  Broad 
Walk,  Winchmore  Hill,  was  before  the 
Committee  following  his  conviction  at 
Tottenham  last  December  when  he  was 
fined  £175  after  pleading  guilty  to  seven 
sample  charges  under  the  Misuse  of 
Drugs  Act.  Taken  into  consideration  were 
244  similar  offences. 

Committee  chairman.  Sir  Gordon 
Willmer,  said:  "No  one  could  regard 
this  as  a  particularly  bad  case."  He  ad- 
ministered reprimands  to  Mr  Christo- 
doulou and  his  company,  C.  N.  Green- 


wood  (Pharmacies)   Ltd,   and  said  no 
further  action  would  be  taken. 

Det  Sgt  Arthur  Kilner,  of  the  Scotland 
Yard  drug  squad,  said  there  was  no 
evidence  of  illegal  sales  of  drugs.  He  had 
visited  the  premises  on  the  day  before 
the  hearing,  had  examined  the  Con- 
trolled Drug  Register  and  prescriptions 
and  found  everything  was  satisfactory. 

Mr  Christodoulou  said  a  rival  shop  * 
had  opened  between  his  premises  and  a 
trolled  Drug  register  and  prescriptions 
was  a  danger  that  the  rival,  who  owned 
a  number  of  shops,  would  be  able  to  1 
undercut  him  and,  by  selling  at  a  loss, 
force  him  out  of  business.

Register  loss  of  15 

There  was  a  net  loss  of  15  pharmacies 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
Register  during  February.  In  England 
29  closed  down  (one  in  London)  and  14 
opened  up  (one  in  London).  In  both 
Scotland  and  Wales  the  openings  and 
closures  balanced  each  other,  four  of 
each  in  Scotland  and  two  in  Wales. 
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Chemists'  turnover  better 
than  hardware  outlets' 


Chemists  continued  to  increase  their 
turnover  more  rapidly  than  hardware 
and  ironmongery  outlets  throughout 
1976  and  the  process  has  gathered  speed 
in  1977,  says  the  latest  Retail  Business 
on  chemists'  and  household  goods.  At 
the  beginning  of  1976  both  showed  an 
increase  of  67  per  cent  over  1971  levels 
but  by  the  third  quarter  of  1977  chemists 
sales  were  150  per  cent  higher  whereas 
hardware  and  ironmongery  sales  were 
only  109  per  cent  up. 

The  report  says  chemists  have  the 
advantage  of  greater  urgency  of  demand 
for  their  goods  and  consequently  less 
sales  resistance  by  consumers.  It  has 
always  to  be  borne  in  mind,  the  report 
points  out,  that  the  value  of  chemists' 
goods  section  in  terms  of  household 
expenditure  is  distorted  because  of 
prescription  charges  which  do  not  reflect 
the  cost  of  items  purchased  and  may  be 
waived  for  certain  people.  The  net 
ingredient  cost  of  prescription  goods  has 
risen  with  inflation  no  less  than  other 
goods  and,  to  the  extent  that  this  rise 
has  been  reflected  in  chemists'  remunera- 
tion from  NHS  funds,  that  part  of  their 
business  has  risen  more  than  direct 
household  expenditure  in  pharmacies. 

Cough  and  cold  preparations 

On  cough  and  cold  preparations  the 
report  says  usage,  not  unrelated  to  heavy 
promotion,  increased  by  35.8  per  cent 
between  1975  and  1976.  The  trend 
petered  out,  however,  by  the  first  half 
of  1977.  Sales  of  antacids  and  "anti- 
ulcerants"  rose  by  under  24  per  cent 
during  the  same  period  and  by  36.6 
per  cent  for  the  first  half  of  1977  com- 
pared with  the  same  period  in  1976. 
Vitamin  and  mineral  preparations  usage 
increased  substantially. 

Shifts  in  the  cosmetic  market  have 
been  erratic,  according  to  the  report. 
The  eye  make-up  sector  value  increased 
by  21.7  per  cent  in  1976  and  36  per 
cent  for  lipsticks  and  lipsalves.  Face 
powder  products  increased  by  10-12  per 
cent  and  multipurpose  creams  declined 
by  almost  3  per  cent.  Dental  care  pro- 
duct sales,  including  toothpaste,  rose  by 
under  10  per  cent.  Sales  of  nail  prepara- 
tions, static  in  1975-76,  rose  by  8.8  per 
cent  in  the  first  half  of  1977.  Men's 
toilet  preparations,  perfumes  and 
colognes,  talcs  and  dusting  powders 
showed  a  20  per  cent  or  more  increase 
in  1977. 

Turning  to  the  future,  the  report  sees 
the  Medicines  Act  Regulations  covering 
OTC  medicines  as  significant  for  sales. 
Some  would  need  to  be  reformulated 
and  others  would  not  be  available.  The 
new  arrangements  do  not  appear  to 
reduce  the  importance  of  pharmacies  and 
might  well  have  the  reverse  effect.  The 


report  points  out  that  the  boost  in 
photographic  sales  during  the  1977 
Jubilee  celebrations  will  be  difficult  to 
repeat  in  1978. 

Sales  in  January 

Retail  sales  by  chemists  and  photographic 
goods  dealers  were  17  per  cent  higher 
during  January  than  in  the  same  month 
the  previous  year,  according  to  Depart- 
ment of  Industry  statistics.  The  sales 
index  for  all  chemists  was  218  (1971  = 
100)  while  that  of  all  businesses  was  226, 
an  increase  of  12  per  cent.  Independent 
chemists  sales  rose  17  per  cent,  whereas 
independent  retailers  generally  had  an 
8  per  cent  increase  to  197.  Figures  for 
multiples  and  Co-operative  societies  are 
not  given  and  NHS  receipts  are  excluded. 

Ever  Ready  increases 
2pc  says  Commission 

Ever  Ready  dry  batteries  should  only 
go  up  in  price  by  2  per  cent,  not  the 
7  per  cent  proposed  by  the  company, 
and  the  new  price  should  be  held  until 
September.  This  is  the  recommendation 
of  the  Price  Commission  after  its  three 
month  investigation. 

Mr  Charles  Williams,  the  Commis- 
sion's chairman,  says  that  Ever  Ready 
has  around  three  quarters  of  the  UK 
market  for  traditional  dry  batteries  and 
returns  on  capital  have  recently  been 
higher  than  might  have  been  achieved 
in  a  more  competitive  market  environ- 
ment. "We  accept  that  the  company  will 
need  to  invest  heavily  if  it  is  to  become 
a  major  producer  of  the  newer,  battery 


No  blame  after 

The  dean  of  the  London  Hospital 
medical  school  and  another  doctor 
formerly  at  the  hospital  were  cleared 
last  week  of  negligence  by  a  High  Court 
judge  over  the  treatment  of  a  woman 
whose  hair  later  fell  out.  The  judge 
said  "not  the  slightest  blame"  attached 
to  the  dean,  Dr  John  Roger  Ellis,  or 
to  Dr  John  Dale  Ward,  former  senior 
registrar  at  the  London  Hospital,  now 
a  consultant  at  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary. 

Miss  Gwendoline  Henry,  59,  had 
claimed  that  chlorpropamide,  prescribed 
for  diabetes,  had  made  her  hair  fall 
out  and  her  skin  peel.  She  also  developed 
jaundice,  a  rare  side  effect  of  chlor- 
propamide and  while  being  treated  for 
that  in  hospital  she  got  pneumonia. 

Dr  Ward  had  denied  at  the  hearing 
that  the  500mg  dose  of  chlorpropamide 
he  prescribed  was  excessive.  He  said  he 
prescribed  the  drug  because  he  wanted 
to    reduce  Miss   Henry's   blood  sugar 


systems,  and  when  those  investment  de- 
cisions are  made  and  the  cash  flows 
known,  we  may  have  other  factors  to 
take  into  account  when  looking  at  pric- 
ing policy." 

The  investigation  report  published  this 
week  (HC  284,  HM  Stationery  Office, 
£0.85)  notes  that  the  company's  recom- 
mended retail  prices  are  normally  fol- 
lowed and  that  the  company's  higher 
discounts  to  larger  distributors  and  re- 
tailers tend  therefore  not  to  be  passed  on 
to  the  customer.  The  Commission  con- 
siders that  the  company  should  bring 
its  discount  structure  more  into  line  with 
differences  in  costs. 

Call  for  12-month 
rule  on  prices 

A  12-month  rule  on  prices  similar  to 
that  on  wages,  is  among  the  National 
Consumer  Council  suggestions  to  the 
Government.  In  its  Budget  proposals  to 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  NCC 
says  more  frequent  price  rises  should  be 
"prime  candidates"  for  investigation  by 
the  Price  Commission — "the  more  fre- 
quent the  rise,  the  more  stringent  the 
scrutiny".  The  Commission  should  also 
look  closely  at  notified  price  increases 
by  companies  and  nationalised  industries 
which  can  abuse  their  market  position 
by  passing  cost  increases  straight  on  to 
consumers,  and  those  by  companies 
conceding  unreasonably  high  pay  claims. 

NCC  also  wants  the  Price  Code  regula- 
tions amended,  to  allow  the  price  of 
a  product  to  be  frozen  while  the  Com- 
mission investigates  proposals  for  in- 
creases. Under  the  present  system,  irre- 
versible interim  price  increases  can  be 
granted  to  firms  under  the  profit  safe- 
guards rules,  even  while  the  firms'  price 
rise  proposals  are  under  investigation  by 
the  Commission,  says  the  NCC.  This 
weakens  consumer  confidence  in  the 
power  of  the  Government  and  the  Com- 
mission to  prevent  unjustified  increases. 


drug  reaction 

level  more  quickly  than  was  being  done 
by  a  diet  recommended  by  Dr  Ellis.  He 
had  thought  Miss  Henry  was  not  adher- 
ing strictly  to  the  diet,  he  added.  Dr 
Ward  said  he  would  not  arouse  patients' 
concern  about  rare  side  effects  of  the 
drug.  "I  expect  I  would  have  warned 
them  about  the  problems  of  funny 
feelings  and  faintness,  and  possibly 
about  the  unpleasant,  but  benign,  effects 
in  conjunction  with  alcohol.  I  would 
not  have  warned  them  about  the  effect 
on  the  liver,  as  it  is  extremely  rare." 

The  judge  said  he  unhesitatingly 
came  to  the  view  that  not  only  was 
there  no  negligence  but  proper  treat- 
ment had  been  given.  He  said  that  it  was 
accepted  during  the  hearing  that  Miss 
Henry's  hair  falling  out  had  no  connec- 
tion with  the  treatment.  The  negligent 
claim  had  been  "a  grossly  unfair  alle- 
gation" which  the  doctors  had  had  to 
bear  for  many  years.

Agencies 


How  refreshing  to  have  one's  own  feelings  and  experience  confirmed  by 
the  article  from  Graham  Walker  last  week.  Some  years  ago  I  decided  that 
as  agencies  accounted  for  over  half  my  retail  stock  but  made  less  than  a 
quarter  of  the  turnover,  something  had  to  be  done.  So  I  gradually  got  rid 
of  all  except  the  best  and  have  never  looked  back.  Oh  yes,  I  lost  money — 
or  did  I,  since  I  noticed  a  much  healthier  cash  credit  at  the  bank  after  a 
while.  In  fairness,  difficulties  with  staff  helped  my  decision,  for  it  needs 
long  training  and  some  interest  to  sell  cosmetics  and  perfumes  when 
there  is  a  vast  specialised  range.  Juniors  can't  be  expected  to  get  product 
knowledge  in  ten  minutes  and  my  seniors  were  all  married  part-timers 
with  other  more  important  responsibilities. 

Long  before  this,  when  managing,  I  had  my  problems  with  agencies, 
Revlon  in  particular,  for  their  constant  new  introductions  gave  me  cold 
comfort  when  I  found  myself  at  one  time  with  three  complete  ranges  of 
lipsticks,  18  shades  each,  minimum  three  per  shade.  In  the  face  of  my 
request  for  help  with  the  obsolete  lot  I  received  a  blunt  "You  bought  them, 
they're  yours,  not  ours."  This  made  me  think,  in  my  muddle  headed  way, 
that  the  only  people  who  could  make  money  from  Revlon  were  Revlon. 


Sting 


Ann  Emps  thinks  so  too,  for  she  told  me  she  had  a  visit  in  the  summer 
from  the  rep  offering  Charlie  perfume.  She  was  surprised  and  pleased  and 
asked  how  much  she  had  to  buy.  Two  hundred  pounds  worth.  "Great," 
she  said,  "I'll  take  it."  But  then  came  the  sting.  It  turned  out  she  had  to 
take  the  range  of  Charlie  cosmetics.  In  plain  English  she  was  being  asked 
to  pay  a  premium  of  £200-£300  more,  for  cosmetics  she  didn't  want, 
lipsticks  at  £1  each,  etc.  Naturally  she  suggested  he  go  away  to  which  he 
replied  that  she  could  not  afford  to  turn  down  the  offer!  I  see  in  the  C&D 
that  the  lucky  old  Charlie  stockists  are  to  have  yet  another  spread  to  their 
range  with  nail  glossers.  They  will  be  pleased. 

For  myself  I  think  it  would  be  marvellous  to  be  able  to  buy  items  we  can 
sell  in  these  ranges  from  the  wholesalers.  I  don't  think  the  makers 
would  lose  either. 


News  in  Brief 

□  In  the  account  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee  meeting 
(last  week,  p339)  the  report  to  which 
reference  was  made  in  the  last  paragraph 
was  the  Clothier  report. 

□  Contractors  in  England  dispensed 
during  December  1977,  25,950,722  pre-

Figures  for  the  whole  of 
1977  are  295,656,459  prescriptions 
(181,306,798  forms),  cost  £434,411,493, 
average  £1.87. 

□  Chemists  and  appliance  suppliers  in 
Northern  Ireland  dispensed  during 
December  1977,  1,070,440  prescriptions 
(660,637  forms)  at  a  cost  of  £2,308,536, 
an  average  of  £2.15  per  prescription. 
Figures  for  the  whole  of  1977  are 
12,162,083  prescriptions  (7,547,563 
forms),  cost  £25,113,867,  average  £2.06. 


Arbitrary 


No  arbitration!  Let  there  be  no  doubt.  We  are  getting  the  run-around.  The 
devious  Mr  Ennals  is  stalling  for  time  and  we  are  paying  for  it.  At 
moments  like  this  I  feel  exceedingly  militant  and  am  tempted  to  abandon 
my  usual  pussyfooting  advocacy  of  common  sense.  But  think.  We  are 
victims  of  provocation  which  may  be  intended  to  push  us  to  rash  action. 
Now  that  PSNC  elections  are  over  I  say  again  that  we  have  to  set  up 
our  man  as  paid  negotiator  alongside  our  executive,  and  fast  get  on  with 
greatly  increased  publicity  for  our  claim. 

As  an  additional  way  of  getting  long  term  public  understanding  of  our 
role,  perhaps  the  NPA  could  bring  out  a  booklet  alongside  the  Family 
Doctor  range  explaining  what  we  do.  Call  it  "Medicine  from  your 
pharmacist"  and  let  it  be  a  serious  and  wide  ranging  document. 
Distribute  it  free  to  schools,  sell  it  in  our  shops,  give  it  publicity.  But,  as 
an  insert  by  the  front  page,  place  a  statement  pointing  out  that  the  public 
will  lose  us  if  they  don't  look  out,  and  invite  them  to  help  us  by  writing  to 
their  MPs,  newspapers,  etc.  Tell  them  how  and  why  we  are  being  phased 
out.  We  know  that  we  are  considered  a  valued  part  of  the  community 
and  that  there  is  growing  apprehension  at  the  number  of  closures.  Just 
an  idea  to  ponder  upon. 
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As  others  see  us . . . 

As  an  unqualified  bod,  I  had  always 
considered  myself  something  of  a  poor 
relation  in  matters  pharmaceutical,  but 
at  a  recent  discussion  of  "planned  dis- 
tribution", I  fancy  that  having  less  of 
an  axe  to  grind  helped  me  to  see  more 
clearly. 

For  you  pharmacists  I  think  that  there 
are  definite  alternatives.  Either  you  put 
the  patient  first,  in  which  case  you  accept 
far  greater  external  control  of  location, 
stocking  policy  and  staff  levels  (that  is, 
partial,  if  not  total,  nationalisation)  or 
you  put  profit  first,  in  which  case  you 
accept  that  shopkeeper  pharmacy  (other- 
wise quaintly  known  as  "general  prac- 
tice" pharmacy)  is  a  business  like  any 
other. 

Every  square  foot  of  shop,  every  foot 
rnu  of  shelving  has  to  turn  in  its  con- 
tribution to  the  total  profit.  If  it  does 
not,  you  rightly  want  to  know  why  not. 
Cannot  this  sensible  yardstick  be  applied 
to  the  dispensary  as  well  as  "front  of 
shop"?  If,  because  of  a  lack  of  cus- 
tomers for  a  particular  range  of  pro- 
ducts, an  area  of  the  shop  became  un- 
profitable, you  would  doubtless  replace 
those  products  with  others  having 
greater  potential.  In  the  same  way,  if, 
partly  due  to  only  having  one  customer, 
the  dispensary  ceased  to  be  profitable, 
and  if  its  absence  would  not  adversely 
affect  the  profitability  of  other  sections 
of  the  store,  then  the  area  devoted  to 
NHS  work  should  be  put  to  better  use. 
(Hi-fi,  homebrew,  records,  books  .  .  . 
the  list  of  alternatives  is  long  and  excit- 
ing. Everybody  seems  to  deride  the 
Nottingham  brigade  but  they  know  the 
name  of  the  game  and  they  play  it  a 
darned  sight  better  than  most  of  us). 

Sure,  you  wouldn't  be  a  general  prac- 
tice pharmacist  any  more,  but  should 
that  worry  you?  You're  a  businessman 
with  a  retail  outlet  to  run  as  profitably 
as  you  know  how,  and  either  there  is 
money  in  dispensing  (in  which  case  what 
are  we  griping  about?)  or  there  is  not 
(in  which  case  shut  up  and  do  something 
else).

Emergency  supply 

I  am  most  concerned  and  apprehensive 
about  the  proposed  "emergency  sale  of 
supply  of  drugs  at  patients'  request" 
regulations.  Three  aspects  in  particular 
which  worry  me  are: — 
(a)  the  inevitable  abuse  of  the  scheme  by 
certain  patients;  (b)  the  onus  being  placed 
on  pharmacists;  and  (c)  the  financial 
aspect,  or  if  previous  events  are  indica- 
tive, the  non-financial  aspect  of  the 
scheme. 

When  patients  become  aware  of  the 
regulations  they  will  consider  it  their 
"right"  to  borrow  products  when  they  are 
unable  or  disinclined  to  get  a  prescrip- 


tion from  their  doctor.  Some  of  these 
cases  will  be  genuine,  some  will  not  be 
genuine  and,  inevitably,  there  will  always 
be  the  "in  betweens".  The  pharmacist 
will  have  the  invidious  task  of  deciding; 
invidious  from  the  point  of  view  of 
alienating  the  customer  and  invidious 
from  the  point  of  view  of  any  pseudo- 
legal  repercussions  that  may  evolve  from 
his  decisions. 

Even  an  apparent  genuine  case  can 
present  problems.  For  example,  a  pen- 
sioner requiring  a  repeat  asthma  aerosol 
is  hardly  likely  to  be  able  to  pay,  yet  the 
pharmacist  will  inevitably  be  expected  to 
supply.  A  less  genuine  patient  could  pre- 
sumably go  from  pharmacy  to  pharmacy 
collecting  a  supply  of  such  aerosols! 

Not  only  will  the  pharmacist  have  to 
use  his  judgment  to  assess  which  are  the 
genuine  cases,  but  he  will  then  be  in- 
volved in  paper  work,  record  keeping  and 
labelling  requirements  far  in  excess  of 
those  applicable  to  dispensing  a  NHS 
prescription — and  all  this  extra  work 
may  well  be  expected  to  be  carried  out 
free  and  gratis! 

To  help  circumvent  some  of  these  prob- 
lems may  I  suggest  pharmacists  be  issued 
with  forms  not  unlike  FPlOs  in  format, 
but  also  incorporating  a  declaration  to  be 
signed  by  the  patient  indicating  that  to 
the  best  of  his/her  knowledge  the  follow- 
ing points  are  applicable: — (i)  There  is  an 
immediate  need  for  the  product  written 
in  by  the  pharmacist  and  that  a  prescrip- 
tion cannot  be  obtained  without  undue 
delay;  (ii)  the  treatment  had  previously 
been  prescribed  by  a  doctor  for  the 
patient,  and  (iii)  no  other  application  is 
being  made  for  such  emergency  supplies. 

From  this  point  it  would  be  up  to  our 
negotiators  to  get  adequate  remuneration 
for  the  extra  involvement,  based  upon 
the  submissions  of  the  forms.

The 
first  contract  signed  by  the  organising 
committee  for  the  1980  Olympic  Games 
in  Moscow,  and  valid  up  to  December 
31,  1980,  grants  Kodak  the  exclusive 
right  to  the  titles  of  "official  supplier  of 
still  and  movie  films  and  processing  ser- 
vices to  the  22nd  Olympic  Games  in 
Moscow"  and  "official  photographic 
adviser  to  the  22nd  Olympic  Games  in 
Moscow."  The  contract  gives  Kodak  the 
exclusive  world-wide  right  to  use,  in 
liaison  with  the  National  Olympic  Com- 
mittees, these  two  titles  both  alone  and 
in  graphic  combination  with  the  official 
emblem  of  the  Games. 

Kodak  will  set  up  the  photographic 
processing  laboratory  and  technical  photo 
information  desk  in  the  official  Press 
centre.  In  addition,  Kodak  has  agreed 
to  supply  the  organising  committee  for 
the  Olympic  Games  in  Moscow,  with 
Eastman  colour  motion  picture  films  for 
the  production  of  the  Olympic  Games 
official  films  and  daily  summaries  for 
television. 

The  second  contract  concerns  the 
supply  of  processing  facilities  for  motion 
picture  film  in  the  television  field.  Kodak- 
Pathe  has  undertaken  to  design  the 
laboratory,  and  will  also  be  responsible 
for  its  assembly,  installation  and  start- 


up, thereby  enabling  Soviet  television  to 
process  and  print  16  mm  colour  reversal 
motion  picture  films.

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Beauty  products  survive 
consumer  spending  cuts 


Throughout  the  past  four  years  of 
"economic  blizzard"  British  women  have 
maintained  their  usage  of  beauty  pro- 
ducts and  in  some  instances,  notably 
hair  preparaions,  the  market  has  shown 
marked  increases.  The  basis  of  this  in- 
formation is  the  latest  IPC  Cosmeticcs 
and  Toiletries  Survey,  covering  the  year 
1977.  The  survey  is  based  on  a  sample 
of  4,300  girls  and  women  between  the 
ages  of  13  and  64  and  indicates  trends 
in  the  usage — as  distinct  from  purchases 
— of  beauty  products. 

Naturally  taken  in  the  short  term,  the 
changes  are  relatively  small.  However, 
assessed  against  the  statistics  four  years 
ago,  ie,  the  1973-74  survey,  the  new 
figures  indicate  some  marked  changes. 
In  that  period  the  percentage  of  women 
using  shampoos  has  risen  from  83  per 
cent  to  a  new  high  of  87  per  cent.  Even 
more  marked  is  the  increased  usage  of 
hairdressings,  conditioners  and  cream 
rinses.  Here  the  figure  has  gone  up  from 
29  per  cent  four  years  ago  to  38  per 
cent  last  year — a  31   per  cent  increase. 

Percentage  increases 

Among  changes  in  the  usage  of  face 
and  skin  preparations,  mascaras  are  evid- 
ently now  used  by  58  per  cent  of  women, 
an  increase  of  13.5  per  cent,  while  the 
figures  for  eye  shadows  have  increased 
from  60  per  cent  to  64  per  cent.  Two 
other  significant  changes  are  in  the  usage 
of  moisturisers  and  rouges,  blushers  and 
shaders.  In  fact  there  has  been  a  16  per 
cent  increase  in  the  use  of  moisturisers, 
ie,  from  55  per  cent  users  four  years 
ago  to  64  per  cent  last  year.  Similarly  the 
numbers  using  rouges,  blushers  and 
shaders  has  moved  up  from  25  per  cent 
to  34  per  cent — an  increase  of  36  per 
cent. 

Logically  enough — having  a  regard  to 
both  disposable  incomes  and  an  awareness 
of  their  complexions — the  most  frequent 
users  of  skin  preparations  are  in  the  19 
to  34  age  group.  However,  usage  by 
other  women  is  not  far  behind  and  there 
is  virtually  no  difference  between  the  16- 
to  18-year-olds,  and  women  in  the  35 
to  54  age  group.  On  the  other  hand 
when  it  comes  to  eye  make-up,  it  is  the 
16-  to  18-year-olds  who  are  the  prime 
users,  just  a  fraction  ahead  of  the  19 
to  24  age  group.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
noteworthy  that  there  has  been  a  sig- 
nificant growth  in  the  usage  in  the  35  to 
64  age  group. 

Usage  increases 

A  similar  situation  obtains  with  hair 
products  where  the  35-plus  age  groups 
have  all  increased  their  usage  of  sham- 
poos, hair  dressings  and  conditioners. 
In  the  event,  however,  the  pattern  of 
usage  of  beauty  products  is  remarkably 
consistent  across  all  the  seven  age  groups 


covered  in  the  survey,  peaking  among  the 
19-24  age  group  and  showing  slightly 
lower  figures  at  the  two  extremes  of  the 
scale. 

Mr  Frank  Farmer,  a  director  of  IPC 
women's  magazine  group  commented: 
"The  one  fundamental  issue  that  comes 
out  loud  and  clear  is  that,  despite  the 
effects  of  the  economic  problems  on  the 
purse-strings,  toiletries  and  cosmetics  re- 
main high  on  the  shopping  list.  They  are 
not  luxuries,  but  essentials  that  help 
brighten  life  no  matter  what  the  state  of 
the  economy." 

The  percentages  of  sales  of  various 
products  through  different  outlets  con- 
tinues to  be  biased  towards  chemists  in 
most  cases.  One  notable  instance  of  the 


grocery  and  supermarket  threat  is  in 
the  case  of  toothpastes  where  chemist 
sales  now  account  for  39  per  cent  of  the 
total  (24  per  cent  through  Boots  and  15 
per  cent  through  "other"  chemist  out- 
lets) and  40  per  cent  of  purchases  are 
made  in  a  grocery  or  supermarket. 
Chemist  outlets  continue  to  make  the 
most  sales  of  shampoos — Boots  have  a 
30  per  cent  share  and  "others"  21  per 
cent,  while  sales  through  groceries  and 
supermarkets  account  for  24  per  cent. 
Chemists  also  sell  more  make-up  and 
skin  care  items  than  other  outlets, 
although  sales  through  department 
stores  are  growing — Boots  have  a  46  per 
cent  share  of  the  sales  of  cleansers, 
"others"  17  per  cent  and  department 
stores  12.  Department  stores  also  domin- 
ate the  perfume  sector,  but  only  just — 
Boots  11  per  cent,  "others"  10  and  de- 
partment stores  12.  Deodorant  sales  how- 
ever are  still  heaviest  through  chemists 
— Boots  32  per  cent,  "others"  19  per 
cent,  grocery  stores  1 7  per  cent  and  de- 
partment stores  10  per  cent. 


Slight  setback  in  third 
quarter  cosmetics  sales 


The  latest  issue  of  the  Cosmetics  and 
Toiletry  Review  reveals  a  slight  setback 
in  the  market  in  that  the  rate  of  its 
decline  increased  from  1.3  per  cent  at 
June  1977  to  2.2  per  cent  by  September. 

The  compilers  of  the  review — John 
Hogston  Associates  believe  that  this 
setback  is  only  temporary  and  expect 
there  to  be  an  improving  trend  in  the 
next  period  to  be  reviewed — the 
October/December  quarter  of  1977. 
This  is  because  despite  the  downturn 
in  the  figures  there  is  a  feeling  of  bouy- 
ancy  in  the  market. 

Fragrances  still  important 

Fragrances  used  to  be  the  only  sector 
showing  a  volume  increase  but  there  are 
now  four  categories  doing  so.  They  still 
include  fragrances  which  account  for 
nearly  24  per  cent  of  the  total  market 
defined  by  the  report  and  in  the  twelve 
months  to  September  1977  were  worth 
£99jin  at  msp.  But  men's  toiletries,  sham- 
poos and  dental  preparations  are  both 
showing  a  real  volume  growth.  Men's 
toiletries  accounted  for  8  per  cent  of  the 
market  and  were  worth  a  little  over 
£331m  at  msp.  Shampoos  constitute  the 
biggest  single  category  of  the  hair 
preparations  sector  accounting  for  28  per 
cent  of  sales — in  fact  the  entire  hair 
preparations  group  accounts  for  26  per 
cent  of  the  market  under  review  making 
it  the  biggest  single  category  therein. 
There  was  a  real  term  growth  in  demand 
for  shampoos  of  614-  per  cent.  Sales  of 
dental  care  products  were  up  in  real 
terms  by  3  per  cent  and  were  worth 
almost  £49|  million  at  msp.  While  other 
product  categories  still  show  decrease;- 
in  demand  the  level  of  those  decreases 
is  coming  down. 

To  summarise — in  the  twelve  month 
period  to  September  1977  sales  of  the 
cosmetic     and     toiletry  preparations 


covered  by  this  review  amounted  to 
£418ym  as  msp,  14  per  cent  up  on  the 
corresponding  year  ago  level.  Prices  rose 
by  just  over  16  per  cent  so  that  in  real 
terms  there  was  a  decline  in  demand  of 
a  little  over  2  per  cent.  As  mentioned 
four  product  categories  showed  real 
growth,  three  displayed  negative  growth 
and  one — skin  care  products — broke 
even.  Revival  in  the  latter  sector  is  con- 
tinuing so  a  brighter  picture  can  be 
expected  for  these  products.

Determination  of 
overhead  costs 


Overhead  costs  are  determined  from 
periodic  inquiries,  carried  out  jointly  by 
the  Department  of  Health  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Services  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee, into  representative  samples  of 
pharmacies  (C&D,  January  7,  p21). 

Overheads  can  be  divided  into  two 
types — fixed  overheads  such  as  rent  and 
rates,  and  floating  overheads  such  as 
costs  of  electricity  and  telephones.  Each 
pharmacy  in  the  inquiry  sample  provides 
a  complete  financial  statement  for  the 
most  recent  year  available.  This  state- 
ment includes  the  whole  of  the  costs 
incurred  in  the  year  and  each  item  is 
split  into  that  part  attributable  to  NHS 
dispensing  and  that  part  attributable  to 
the  retail  side  of  the  business.  The  basis 
of  allocation  of  these  costs  between  NHS 
dispensing  and  retail  may  be  regarded  as 
negotiable. 

Fixed  overheads 

Where  the  business  is  leasehold,  the 
actual  rent  and  rates  are  used  in  the 
inquiry.  Where  freehold,  the  rents  were 
until  recently  assessed  by  using  a 
notional  rent  factor  derived  from  the 
relationship  between  the  rent  and  rate- 
able values  of  the  leasehold  premises 
in  the  inquiry.  For  example,  if  the 
notional  rent  factor  was  1.2,  the  notional 
rent  of  freehold  premises  with  rateable 
value  £500  would  be  1.2  X  £500  le  £600. 

This  method  of  notional  rent  calcula- 
tion had  been  considered  unsatisfactory 
for  some  time,  as  the  factor  was  based 
on  leases  31  years  old  on  average  and 
therefore  included  leases  up  to  seven 
years  old.  In  November  1977,  however, 
the  Department  of  Health  agreed  to  a 
more  up-to-date  evaluation  based  on 
leases  taken  out  over  the  previous  three 
years  ie  18  months  old  on  average.  This 
new  arrangement  will  be  applied  to  the 
1977  Cost  Inquiry,  the  result  being  back- 
dated to  1977.  It  is  estimated  as  worth 
an  additional  £300,000  per  annum  to 
contractors. 

Since  1964  a  complicated  area  formula 
has  been  used  to  determine  what  pro- 
portion of  property. costs  should  be  allo- 
cated to  NHS  dispensing  and  what 
proportion  to  retail  business.  The 
formula  is  based  on  which  areas  of  the 
pharmacy  are  devoted  to  dispensing, 
which  to  retailing  and  those  common 
to  both.  While  this  system  worked  ade- 
quately in  1964,  it  is  no  longer  consid- 
ered by  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee  to  be  fair.  PSNC 
believes  premises  overheads  should  be 
related  more  closely  to  turnover  because 
the  average  contractors'  NHS  turnover 
as  a  proportion  of  total  turnover  has 
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increased  and  there  has  been  a  trend 
towards  larger  premises  with  a  smaller 
relative  area  devoted  to  dispensing. 

The  Committee's  long  term  aim  is  to 
get  the  NHS  to  bear  a  fairer  share  of  the 
property  costs  by  allocating  them  on  a 
turnover  basis.  At  present  20  per  cent 
of  premises  overheads  are  paid  on 
average  so  that  those  contractors  devot- 
ing more  than  20  per  cent  of  their  space 
to  NHS  activities  will  be  under-remune- 
rated whereas  those  with  larger  selling 
areas  will  gain.  The  latter,  however,  will 
have  higher  rents  so  the  two  factors 
probably  balance  out. 

PSNC  is  also  seeking  reimbursement 
of  the  full  cost  of  property  overheads 
incurred  during  rota  periods  because  a 
contractor's  rent  and  rates  remain  the 
same  even  if  he  dispenses  no  prescrip- 
tions during  the  time  he  is  bound  to  be 
on  the  premises.  For  similar  reasons. 
PSNC  hopes  in  the  long  term  to  nego- 
tiate individual  premises  allowances  with 
property  costs  paid  in  lump  sum  rather 
than  on  a  "per  prescription  dispensed" 
basis.  This  system  of  payment  is  unlikely 
to  be  agreed  until  there  is  some  limita- 
tion of  contracts,  as  the  Department  of 
Health  will  presumably  not  want  to 
guarantee  payment  of  rent  to  pharmacies 
not  considered  essential. 

Meanwhile,  the  move  to  seek  full  pay- 
ment of  premises  overheads  instead  of 
only  20  per  cent  for  rota  periods  is  seen 
as  a  step  in  this  direction. 

Floating  overheads 

Telephones — from  January  1,  1977,  this 
cost  is  reimbursed  on  a  turnover  basis. 
Electricity — reimbursed  on  the  same 
basis  as  property  costs. 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  levies 
— refunded  in  full  as  they  are  considered 
to  be  a  cost  totally  related  to  NHS  dis- 
pensing. 

Professional  subscriptions — variable.  Pro- 
prietors in  the  inquiry  sample  have  the 
whole  of  their  Pharmaceutical  Society 
retention  fee  paid  whereas  managers  do 
not.  The  premises  retention  fee  is 
refunded  in  full  as  a  necessary  cost  of 
providing  the  dispensing  service. 
National  Pharmaceutical  Association  and 
other  subscriptions  are  generally  reim- 
bursed on  a  turnover  basis  ie  60  per  cent. 
Dead  stock — contractors  in  the  inquiry 
have  to  indicate  the  value  of  stock  they 
have  had  to  dispose  of  during  the  pre- 
ceding year  (and  should  not  be  too  proud 
to  give  a  realistic  figure! ) 
Sundries — insurance,  accountants'  fees, 
advertising  for  staff,  etc,  are  reimbursed 
on  a  turnover  basis. 

Locum  pharmacists'  and  relief  staff 


salaries  are  also  included  in  overhead 
costs,  although  in  theory  they  are  more 
related  to  labour  costs.  These  items  are 
reimbursed  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
time  the  locum  or  relief  spends  on  NHS 
activities. 

Multiples  have  their  head  office  ex- 
penses taken  into  account  and  reim- 
bursed on  a  turnover  basis,  thereby  also 
benefiting  the  independents  who  do  not 
have  such  costs. 

When  cost  inquiries  are  held,  the 
actual  costs  of  providing  the  pharmaceu- 
tical service  are  established.  For  the 
years  in  between,  the  overhead  costs  are 
updated,  generally  by  various  parts  of 
the  retail  price  index;  dead  stock  costs 
are  updated  by  the  increase  in  net  in- 
gredient cost;  other  subscriptions  and 
levies  are  updated  from  actual  cost. 


WHO  to  go  ahead 
with  essential 
drugs  programme 

The  executive  board  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation  has  passed  a  reso- 
lution requesting  the  director-general  to 
prepare  an  action  programme  on  essen- 
tial drugs.  The  WHO  has  published  a 
list  of  180  "active  drugs"  plus  30  com- 
plementary drugs.  It  is  hoped  to  facilitate 
the  provision  of  these  drugs  to  develop- 
ing countries.  The  chairman  of  the 
executive  board  decided  to  nominate  a 
committee  which  will  remain  in  con- 
stant touch  with  the  relevant  technical 
unit  of  WHO  for  building  up  the  action 
programme. 

Publication  of  the  list  has  been 
criticised  by  the  International  Federation 
of  Pharmaceutical  Manufacturers  Asso- 
ciation on  the  grounds  that  such  a  list 
ignores  the  individuality  of  both  patients 
and  products.  Also  a  restrictive  list  can 
only  produce  inferior  medical  treatment 
and  is  therefore  counter-productive.  The 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Industry  endorses  these  criticisms. 
However,  the  list  is  only  a  guideline  to 
be  used  by  national  governments  as  the 
basis  for  their  own  list. 
□  The  WHO  expert  committee  on  the 
selection  of  essential  drugs  recommends 
in  its  technical  report  that  such  lists 
include  only  drugs  that  have  proved  to 
be  effective,  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the 
population  and  to  have  an  acceptable 
degree  of  safety.  The  committee  deli- 
berately excluded  some  very  effective 
new  drugs  for  lack  of  data  on  their  long- 
term  safety.  One  principle  underlying 
the  selection  of  drugs  is  that  priority 
should  be  given  to  achieving  the  widest 
possible  coverage  of  the  population  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  prevention  and 
treatment  of  the  most  prevalent  diseases. 
In  the  case  of  therapeutically  equivalent 
drugs,  the  cheapest  effective  product 
acceptable  by  the  criteria  in  the  report 
should  be  chosen.  Selection  of  essential 
drugs.

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Chinese  materia  medica 


by  A.  G.  M.  Madge 

'Chinese  pharmacology  is  a  vast  treasure  house'  . . .  Mao-tse-tung 


We,  in  the  western  world  are  so  used  to 
sophisticated  medicine  and  pharmacy, 
that  it  is,  perhaps,  difficult  to  understand 
the  importance  to  the  Chinese  of  tradi- 
tional medicine  and  pharmacology — the 
word  pharmacy  is  never  mentioned. 

Chinese  traditional  medicine  uses 
herbs,  roots,  barks,  etc,  and  its  history 
goes  back  two  to  three  thousand  years. 
Chairman  Mao  has  said  "Chinese  tradi- 
tional medicine  and  pharmacology  is  a 
great  treasure  house  and  must  be 
brought  to  a  higher  level"  but  also  that 
"Western  medicine  and  Chinese  must 
both  be  used  to  the  benefit  of  the 
patient."  A  style  of  new  medicine  is 
gradually  evolving  and  the  old  hostility 
between  the  two  has  gone,  replaced  by 
mutual  understanding  and  a  desire  to 
work  together. 

Chairman  Mao's  remarks  become 
more  apparent  as  China  eases  its  restric- 
tions on  the  entry  of  foreigners  and 
more  interest  is  shown  by  the  western 
world.  Knowledge  of  scientific  develop- 
ment and  progress  is  needed  because  of 
the  feeling  that  China  lets  the  world 
know  only  what  it  wishes  known. 

It  is  known  that  insulin  has  been 
synthesised  and  that  earthquake  study 
and  atomic  development  are  well  ad- 
vanced. China  has  great  need  of  foreign 
investment  and  "know  how,"  whilst  at 
the  same  time  it  is  re-discovering  itself, 
during  probably  the  greatest  social  re- 
volution or  experiment  in  history.  The 
western  world  has  yet  to  see  what  other 
medical  discoveries  like  ephedrine  and 
now  perhaps  ginseng  may  come. 

Herb  acreage  doubled 

The  acreage  devoted  to  herb  produc- 
tion has  doubled,  wild  plants  have  been 
cultivated,  and  those  of  north  China 
grown  in  the  south  and  vice  versa.  Ex- 
periment on  ginseng  has  speeded  its 
growth  instead  of  taking  decades. 
Northern  angelica  for  anaemia,  barbary 
wolfberry  for  back  ache,  sorrel  rhubarb 
for  acute  appendicitis,  Indian  chiretta  an 
"antibiotic,"  and  Madagascar  periwinkle 
for  leukaemia,  have  all  attracted  interest. 
Two  new  books  The  Cultivation  of 
Medicinal  Plants,  and  Cultivation  of 
Common  Chinese  Medicinal  Herbs  have 
recently  been  published  and  medicinal 
herb  research  stations  have  opened  in 
eight  provinces. 

Gastrodia  elata  is  being  used  for 
treating  dizziness,  headache,  back  and 
leg  numbness,  and  the  wild  lingchih 
fungus  for  high  blood  pressure  and  as- 
thma. Other  medicines  are:  Tree  peony 
for  early  stage  of  appendicitis,  reduction 
of  pain  caused  by  traumatic  shock  and 
high  blood  pressure;  Chinese  quince  for 


numbness,  vomiting  and  diarrhoea; 
Chinese  globeflower  for  tonsillitis,  acute 
inflammation  of  the  inner  ear,  the  con- 
junctiva and  lymphatic  vessels;  ginseng 
as  a  tonic,  and  for  asthma,  palpitation, 
profuse  perspiration  and  asthenia;  black- 
berry lily  for  mumps,  bronchitis,  masti- 
tis, enlarged  liver  and  spleen;  Chinese 
peony  for  dysentery,  intestinal  spasm,  and 
painful  menstruation. 

The  lo  han  kuo  fruit  (Momordica 
growenosi)  is  a  climber  related  to  the 
cucumber  and  squash,  found  mainly  in 
the  Yungfu  county  in  the  Kwangsi 
Chuang  autonomous  region.  The  fruit  is 
green,  round  or  oval,  sweet  smelling, 
about  the  size  of  a  small  orange,  has  a 
high  glucose  content  and  a  taste  remini- 
scent of  coffee.  It  has  been  cultivated 
for  about  200  years.  It  is  mainly  used  as 
a  syrup  for  asthma  and  coughs,  and  is 
sometimes  used  for  hypertension.  At 
times  it  is  taken  as  a  refreshing  drink. 
No  research  known  to  the  West  has  been 
undertaken  to  find  an  active  principle. 

Grandfather-grandson  tree 

A  tree  of  interest  is  the  Gingko  (in 
local  dialect  "yinguo"),  the  sole  survivor 
of  a  family  that  existed  200  million  years 
ago.  The  ice  age,  500,000  years  ago, 
wiped  out  all  species  except  the  Chinese. 
It  grows  slowly  and  is  commonly  called 
the  "grandfather-grandson"  tree  because 
although  the  grandfather  might  have 
planted  the  tree  it  is  the  grandson  that 
would  benefit.  There  are  male  and  fe- 
male trees  which  fruit  every  year  and 
will  grow  on  acid,  neutral  or  slightly 
lime  soil.  The  tree  is  resistant  to  in- 
sects, plant  diseases  and  pollutants. 

Ancient  Chinese  documents  state  that, 
used  as  a  medicine,  the  seeds  "moisten 
the  lungs,  stop  coughing,  and  strengthen 
the  body."  A  flavonoid  glycoside  has 
been  extracted  from  the  leaves,  and  is 
used  by  the  Chinese  for  treating  cardio- 
vascular problems.  The  seeds  have  been 
eaten  for  generations  and  are  highly 
nutritious. 

We  know  the  camphor  tree  (Cinnamo- 
mum  camphora).  Apart  from  industrial 
use  the  people  make  a  brew  from  its 
twigs,  leaves  and  fruit  as  medicine  for 
colds,  heart  conditions  and  regulating 
body  functions. 

Research  into  old  documents  showed 
that  about  1,700  years  ago  Hua  To  gave 
his  patients  a  herbal  powder  mixed  with 
wine  before  performing  abdominal  and 
other  operations.  Further  evidence 
showed  that  Li  Shih-chen,  a  pharma- 
cologist during  the  Ming  Dynasty  (1368- 
1644)  stated  in  his  Materia  Medica 
Compendium:  "Pick  the  flower  in  the 
eighth  month  and  the  hemp  flower  in  the 


seventh  month  of  the  lunar  calendar. 
Dry  them  in  the  shade,  grind  into  pow- 
der and  mix  equal  parts.  Put  three  chien 
(about  20g)  in  hot  wine  and  give  to 
patient  before  lancing  a  boil  or  cauteri- 
sation. No  pain  will  be  felt." 

Study  showed  that  this  was  datura 
and  that  an  extract  of  the  flower  had 
anaesthetic  properties  which  was  further 
enhanced  if  combined  with  chlorproma- 
zine  and  pethidine.  It  is  given  orally  or 
injected  into  the  patient  who  becomes 
unconscious  within  five  minutes.  Booster 
doses  can  prolong  anaesthesia. 

Consciousness  is  restored  in  five  to  ten 
minutes  with  an  injection  of  a  "herbal 
extract  physostigmine."  Apparently  there 
are  some  side  effects  but  none  connected 
with  respiratory  or  digestive  tracts.  It  is 
suitable  for  surgery  on  head,  face,  limbs, 
vertebrae,  and  cases  of  severe  injury 
where  a  longer  operating  time  is  re- 
quired. It  has  been  used  in  operations 
on  the  lung,  oesophagus,  stomach, 
spleen,  uterus,  urinary  tract,  ear,  nose 
and  throat,  dentistry  and  "re-attachment 
of  severed  limbs."  It  is  not  suitable  for 
patients  with  glaucoma,  tachycardia, 
severe  hypertension,  hepatic  or  renal 
impairment. 

'Monkey'  peach 

One  fruit  peculiar  to  China  is  the 
"monkey"  peach  from  a  vine,  medici- 
nally used  for  two  to  three  thousand 
years.  It  derives  its  name  from  a  descrip- 
tion by  a  Chinese  pharmacologist  in 
1548:  "It  is  shaped  like  a  pear,  coloured 
like  a  peach  and  monkeys  like  to  eat  it." 
It  is  a  smooth-skinned  oval  fruit  about 
the  size  of  a  hen's  egg  having  100- 
420mg  of  vitamin  C  per  lOOg,  with 
sugars  and  amino  acids. 

The  leaves  contain  starch  and  protein, 
the  seeds  are  edible,  contain  much  oil, 
and  resemble  sesame  seed.  The  root  has 
always  been  used  traditionally  for  re- 
lieving fever,  as  a  diuretic,  and  to  stop 
bleeding.  The  vine  after  much  soaking 
gives  a  glue-like  substance  used  in  paper- 
making  and  construction  of  buildings. 
Some  plants  grow  to  a  great  age  (up  to 
100  years)  and  are  mainly  cultivated  in 
south  and  east  China,  especially  in 
Honan.  The  "monkey"  peach  grows 
quickly,  gives  a  good  yield  and  is  not 
readily  attacked  by  insects.  Research  has 
been  undertaken  on  species  of  Vite  can- 
nabifolia  which  has  proved  effective  in 
treating  chronic  bronchitis  and  reducing 
pulmonary  emphysema. 

With  the  vast  armamentarium  of 
natural  drugs  and  medicines  in  China  it 
will  be  interesting  to  see  what  scientific 
research  may  discover,  either  alone  or 
with  western  medicine.

Early  microscopes 
fetch  high  prices 
as  collectors'  items 


Early  microscopes  are  increasingly 
popular  as  collectors'  items  and  as  such 
they  are  realising  high  prices  at  the 
auctions.  During  the  past  six  months 
there  have  been  several  sales  of  micro- 
scopes at  Sotheby's,  Phillips  and 
Christie's. 

Among  the  microscopes  auctioned 
by  Sotheby's  at  their  New  Bond  St 
rooms  was  a  19th  century  brass  drum 
instrument  with  accessories  by  Meyer  & 
Co  of  Manchester  and  which  realised 
£200;  an  18th  century  brass  screw  barrel 
Wilson  type  in  a  fishskin  covered  box, 
£240;  a  brass  Martin  type  focusing  by 
rack  and  pinion  on  a  tilting  pillar  (circa 
1800),  £380;  a  pocket  microscope  by 
Cary  focusing  by  rack  and  pinion,  with 
the  pillar  screwed  into  the  edge  of  a 
mahogany  box  (circa  1820),  £220;  and 
a  brass  Cary-type  of  similar  construc- 
tion to  the  foregoing,  early  19th  cen- 
tury, £260.  A  Culpeper-type,  probably 
by  Matthew  Loft,  with  the  draw  tube 
covered  in  green  vellum  and  the  outer 
in  shagreen,  mounted  on  an  octagonal 
box  containing  a  drawer  with  five 
objectives  (circa   1740),  fetched  £1350. 

Phillips'  auction 

At  two  auctions  Phillips  sold  46 
microscopes  including  two  by  J.  Swift 
&  Son.  The  one  with  triple  nose-piece, 
mechanical  stage,  sub-stage  condenser 
and  iris  diaphragm  fetched  £100;  the 
second,  which  realised  £260,  was  a 
binocular  instrument  with  similar 
attachments  to  the  first.  An  early  19th 
century  reflecting  microscope  by  Amici 
of  Modena  sold  for  £720.  A  Cuff  type 
instrument  by  George  Adams  with  a 
large  collection  of  accessories  realised 
£700.  An  18th  century  so-called  "Chest 
microscope"  which  is  a  modified  Cuff 
instrument  introduced  by  Nairne  with  a 
square  pillar  mounted  at  the  end  of  a 
mahogany  box  by  a  hinge,  so  that  it 
can  be  folded  down  into  the  box, 
fetched  £440. 

A  good  18th  century  Scarlett  form  of 
the  Culpeper,  the  outer  body  covered 
in  shagreen,  the  whole  mounted  by 
three  turned  brass  legs  on  an  octagonal 
base  and  housed  in  a  pyramid  shaped 
case  containing  a  drawer  of  accessories 
was  sold  for  £1,400.  Another  Swift 
binocular  fetched  £190  and  two  binocu- 
lar instruments  one  by  Gardner  &  Co, 
Glasgow,  and  another  by  H.  Crouch 
reached  £240  and  £310  respectively. 
Two  Culpeper-type  18th  century  micro- 
scopes, one  by  T.  Harris  &  Son,  of 
London  and  another  by  Matthew  Loft 
made  £380  and  £880  respectively. 

At  a  Christie's  auction  of  watches, 
clocks    and    scientific    instruments  25 


microscopes  were  on  offer,  of  which 
the  most  noteworthy  was  a  binocular 
by  R.  and  J.  Beck  with  rack  tandem 
focusing,  adjustable  stage  and  a  plano- 
concave mirror.  Another  lot  included  a 
monocular  by  the  same  maker  with 
rack  focusing  and  micrometer  fine 
focusing,  double  nosepiece  and  sub- 
stage  condenser;  included  in  this  lot 
was  a  chest  of  slides  with  a  glazed  door 
and  19  drawers.  These  lots  sold  for 
£180  and  £200  respectively.  A  Cuff-type 
microscope  by  Dollond  together  with 
an  early  18th  century  Culpeper  instru- 
ment sold  for  £1,050.

One  lot 
included  a  Gandolfi  stereo  camera  with 
Taylor  and  Hobson  lenses,  roller-blind 
shutter  and  rack  and  pinion  focusing 
which  fetched  £380.  The  casing  was 
brass-bound  mahogany  with  three 
double-sided  plate  holders  and  tripod 
adaptor  (circa  1910-20).  Another  lot 
was  a  30mm  film  camera  with  chain- 
driven  mechanism  in  brass  bound 
mahogany  casing,  circa  1915  (£110). 

A  Kodak  semi-centennial  no  2  tail- 
board portrait  studio  model  with  rubber 
bulb  operated  shutter  canvas  bellows  and 
adapted  (6|  X  4f  in.)  screen  fetched 
£220.  The  mahogany  casing  with  three 
double  sided  film  holders  was  mounted 
on  a  cast  iron  stand  with  vertical  adjust- 
ment (circa  1912-15). 

A  Sanderson  quarter-plate  tropical 
hand  and  stand  camera  with  Goerz  f/6.8 
lens,  pneumatic  shutter,  leather  bellows 
and  brass  bound  teak  case  with  two 
plate  holders  (circa  1912)  realised  £350. 
A  London  Stereoscopic  Co  tropical 
reflex  with  Voigtlander  f/4.5  lens,  time 
and  instantaneous  focal-plane  shutter, 
leather  carrying  case  and  various  acces- 
sories (early  20th  century)  fetched  £1.500 
while  a  wet-plate  camera  with  rack  and 
pinion  focusing  through  a  mahogany 
passage,  lacking  a  ground  glass  screen 
(circa  1880)  was  sold  for  £700. 

Christie's  sale 

On  February  22  a  sale  of  scientific 
instruments  by  Christie's,  Kensington, 
included  142  cameras  and  other  photo- 
graphic items.

A  Leica  I 
camera  with  Elmar  lens  (£100)  and  a 
similar  instrument  £170.  An  interesting 
early  19th  century  Camera  Obscura, 
mahogany  with  oak  lining  and  sliding 
box  focusing  was  sold  for  £1,400  and 
a  Leica  II  G  coupled  range-finder 
camera  with  Elmar  lens  sold  for  £240. 
A  Leica  3B  coupled  rangefinder  with 
Summar  lens  fetched  £90  and  a  Quarter- 
Plate  Lancaster  Instantograph,  "Ladies" 
model  with  landscape  lens  and  seesaw 
shutter  in  mahogany  casing  covered  with 
morocco  leather  fetched  £260.  An  Ives 
Kromskop  colour  stereoscopic  viewer 
with  red,  green  and  blue  filters,  in 
mahogany  case  hinged  to  a  baseboard 
(circa  1895)  realised  £220.  A  Roth  VP 
Reflex  camera  with  Trioplan  3Ym  lens 
and  two  filters  fetched  £240  and  a  Gau- 
mont  tropical  Strut  camera  with  nickel 
casing  and  brown  leather  bellows, 
Krauss  Tessar  lens  and  various  acces- 
sories fetched  £170.

WESTMINSTER 
REPORT 

More  price  surveys 

More  money  is  to  be  made  available  for 
local  price  surveys  and  the  Government 
will  go  on  financing  them  for  a  further 
12  months.  Mr  Robert  Maclennan. 
Under-secretary  for  Prices  and  Con- 
sumer Protection,  said  this  week  that  the 
maximum  grant  for  each  survey  would 
be  increased  from  £1,200  to  £1,300  a 
year  so  that  the  results  could  be  more 
widely  publicised. 

Polio  vaccine 

Just  under  2  million  doses  of  polio- 
myelitis vaccine  are  available  to  be  de- 
livered when  required,  Mr  David  Ennals, 
Secretary  for  Social  Services,  said  in 
answer  to  a  Parliamentary  question  this 
week.  A  further  \  million  doses  have 
been  distributed  for  use.  Together  the 
amount  is  sufficient  for  800,000  complete 
basic  courses.  Negotiations  were  in  pro- 
gress with  a  company  to  satisfy  existing 
demand  for  the  vaccine  until  mid  1979. 

Thalidomide  cases 

The  80  young  disabled  people  who  are 
the  balance  of  the  thalidomide  "Y"  list 
are  to  have  their  cases  reviewed  by  Sir 
Alan  Marre,  the  former  Ombudsman. 
Mr  Alfred  Morris,  Minister  for  the 
Disabled,  made  the  appointment  with 
the  full  agreement  of  Distillers  Co.  Sir 
Alan's  terms  of  reference  are  "to  con- 
sider what  further  steps  it  may  be  equit- 
able and  reasonable  for  The  Distillers 
Co  Ltd  to  take  in  relation  to  any  of  the 
outstanding  list  cases,  and  to  make  re- 
commendations." The  "Y"  list  children 
were  those  who  had  not  been  accepted 
by  Distillers  at  the  settlement  date  as 
thalidomide  children;  19  have  sub- 
sequently been  accepted  as  such.

The  British  farmers'  needs  are  not  going 
to  be  served  by  the  present  384  agricul- 
tural pharmacists  alone  (many  of  whom 
are  academic  or  industrial  pharmacists), 
believes  Mr  M.  F.  H.  Ellerton,  deputy 
managing  director,  L.  Rowland  &  Co 
Ltd.  He  was  speaking  at  the  British  Dis- 
tributors of  Animal  Medicines  Associa- 
tion Ltd  conference  on  "Part  III  of  the 
Medicines  Act  1968  and  its  effect  on  the 
distributive  chain  now  and  in  the  future" 
in  Birmingham  last  week. 

He  said  modestly  qualified  personnel 
operating  under  a  pharmacist's  super- 
vision in  every  animal  health  distribution 
business  would  be  both  effective  and 
economic.  Presuming  more  pharmacists 
with  interests  in  agricultural  or  veterinary 
work  become  available,  the  nature  of  the 
jobs  might  be  considered  below  their 
professional  skills.  The  interests  of  con- 
trol and  supervision  of  supply  were  not 
going  to  be  served  by  unqualified  per- 
sonnel operating  from  veterinary  con- 
trolled premises.  Mr  Ellerton  said  his 
company,  which  had  interests  in  whole- 
saling, retail  pharmacies  and  animal 
health,  was  pharmacy  based  with  a  super- 
intendent on  the  main  board  and  also 
a  pharmacist  on  the  board  solely  con- 
cerned with  agricultural  and  veterinary 
business.  However,  the  company  could 
not  afford  to  employ  a  pharmacist  in 
each  "farm  supply  shop".  Senior  sales 
staff  were  trained  to  run  them  and  they 
were  supervised.  He  thought  there  should 
be  a  national  certificate  or  diploma  in 
animal  health  to  qualify  formally  such 
personnel. 

Effect  on  prices 

Mr  Ellerton  also  mentioned  the  effect 
of  legislation  on  prices.  Any  legislation 
or  conditions  imposed  upon  the  animal 
health  industry,  he  said,  would  affect 
the  delicate  balance  of  the  distributive 
chain.  That  would  have  an  adverse  effect 
on  its  cost-effectiveness  to  the  farmer 
and  would  raise  farm  and  food  prices. 
He  believed  Part  III  of  the  Medicines 
Act  had  begun  to  do  that.  If  the  Veter- 
inary Products  Committee  decided  to  put 
all  or  most  of  the  present  Pharmacy 
Medicines  List  products  into  the  Pre- 
scription Only  Medicines  category  it 
should  provoke  a  furore  from  the  in- 
dustry. Animal  medicines  would  be  pre- 
scribed and  supplied  by  the  vet  and 
neither  the  pharmacist  nor  merchant 
would  do  any  significant  business.  As 
prices  went  up  distribution  service  to 
the  farmer  would  suffer. 

He  called  upon  manufacturers  to  sup- 
port BDAM  in  preserving  the  best  of 
the  present  arrangements  because  he  felt 
manufacturers  would  not  have  put  their 
faith  in  the  current  distributive  chain  if 
they  were  not  convinced  of  its  value. 
He    also    invited    the  Pharmaceutical 


Society's  active  co-operation  and  support 
as  the  best  equipped  to  exercise  a  con- 
trolling influence  on  the  distribution  and 
supply  of  animal  medicines. 

Mr  C.  C.  Stevens,  BDAM's  legal  ad- 
viser and  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  Council,  interpreted  the  require- 
ments of  the  veterinary  aspects  of  Part 
III  of  the  Medicines  Act.  He  said  the 
legislation  was  complicated  and  was  made 
even  more  so  by  conflicting  interpreta- 
tions of  the  Government.  He  concluded 
the  pharmacist  was  in  a  privileged  posi- 
tion and  it  was  important  for  all  traders 
to  weigh  the  advantages  of  trading  as  a 
pharmacy  against  the  cost  of  a  phar- 
macist's salary.  It  would  allow  them  to 
sell  Pharmacy  Only  medicines,  dispense 
all  prescriptions  (not  just  original  packs), 
supply  to  a  vet,  break  bulk  and  assemble, 
need  not  worry  about  a  six-month  period 
for  obtaining  new  stocks  of  POMs  or  the 
two  year  exemption  period  when  selling 
certain  goods. 

Mr  Stevens  warned  that  pharmacists 
may  only  have  until  August  10  to  re- 
gister as  sellers  of  PML  products  (ex- 
empted from  restrictions  of  sale)  and  not 
until  1980  as  some  believed.  Merchants 
could  continue  to  sell  however  because 
under  the  Regulations  the  seller  must 
be  able  to  show  he  was  predominantly 
engaged  in  the  business  of  animal  health 
supplies — many  pharmacists  would  not 
do  sufficient  animal  business  to  claim 
that  right. 

The  conference  was  attended  by  130 
delegates  from  manufacturers,  whole- 
salers and  representative  associations.  It 
was  the  largest  animal  health  conference 
in  the  UK. 

Transitional 
period  for 
poison  labels 

The  Packaging  and  Labelling  of  Dan- 
gerous Substances  Regulations  1978, 
which  implement  the  EEC  Council 
Directive  on  the  classification,  packag- 
ing and  labelling  of  dangerous  substances, 
were  laid  before  Parliament  on  March 
1.  These  Regulations,  when  in  opera- 
tion, together  with  section  3(1  )(c)  of 
the  Poisons  Act  1972  and  the  Poisons 
Rules  1978  would  impose  dual  obliga- 
tions in  respect  of  the  packaging  and 
labelling  of  those  substances  which  are 
included  in  both  the  Poisons  List  Order 
1978  and  Schedule  1  to  the  Regulations. 

The  Poisons  Board  has  therefore  re- 
commended to  the  Secretary  of  State 
that  the  Poisons  Rules  1978  be  amended 
so  that  from  the  operative  dates  of  the 
Regulations,  the  packaging  and  labelling 
provisions  of  the  poisons  law  shall  not 


have  effect  in  relation  to  any  poison  in- 
cluded in  both  the  Poisons  List  and 
Schedule  1  to  the  Regulations.  The 
Board  has  recommended  there  should  be 
a  transitional  period  prior  to  the  coming 
into  operation  of  the  Regulations  during 
which  such  a  poison  may  be  packaged 
and  labelled  either  in  accordance  with 
the  poisons  law  or  in  accordance  with 
what  the  Regulations  will  require  when 
in  operation. 

As  an  exception,  the  obligation  to 
label  with  the  name  of  the  seller  and 
the  address  of  the  premises  on  which 
sold  [section  3(l)(c)(iv)  of  the  Act  and 
Rule  20(3)  and  (4)]  will  still  apply  when 
a  poison  is  sold  retail  by  a  shopkeeper. 

The  Secretary  of  State  will  shortly 
be  considering  implementing  the  Board's 
recommendations  in  a  Statutory  Instru- 
ment. Any  representations  should  be 
sent,  to  arrive  by  April  7,  to  the  Under- 
secretary of  State,  Home  Office  (Drugs 
Branch),  room  237,  Queen  Anne's  Gate, 
London  SW1H  9AT. 

DITB  raises 
grants 

The  Distributive  Industry  Training  Board 
is  to  pay  lp  in  the  pound  per  bonus 
unit  to  those  firms  whose  training  in 
the  year  ending  July  31,  1977  merited 
bonus  payments.  The  Board  will  pay 
a  total  of  £1,230,000  including  £522,000 
which  has  become  available  for  distri- 
bution following  the  completion  of 
grant  claims  for  the  training  year 
ending  July  31,  1976.  Mr  John  Mandel- 
berg,  director  of  the  Board,  says  "this 
payment  of  bonuses  will  be  the  last 
under  the  grant-claiming  procedures.  A 
new  levy  remission  system,  which  ends 
conventional  grant  claims  and  bonus 
payments,  is  now  in  operation.  The 
Board  will  be  sending  out  bonus  state- 
ments in  the  next  few  weeks. 

DITB  is  also  increasing  grants  to 
take  into  account  rising  costs  of  train- 
ing and,  in  some  cases,  to  give  greater 
financial  incentives.  The  new  grants 
come  into  operation  on  April  1  and  a 
leaflet  giving  full  details  is  being  sent 
to  all  levy-paying  firms  and  those  quali- 
fied for  exemption. 

The  major  increases  are  in  key 
training  grants.  The  total  allocation  has 
been  raised  by  nearly  £j  million  to 
£2,670,000  for  the  2,050  grants,  and  it 
is  hoped  the  increases  will  attract  more 
firms  into  taking  them.  The  changes 
are:  Grants  for  training  in  industrial 
relations  skills  up  from  £1,100  to  £1,500 
(1.000  grants  available);  training  of  a 
senior  executive  responsible  for  training 
up  from  £750  to  £1,100  (1,000  available); 
training  of  a  management  development 
adviser  up  from  £1,000  to  £1,400  (50 
available).  To  qualify,  firms  have  to  train 
to  standards  set  out  in  "the  Board's 
published  training  recommendations.  All 
firms  in  scope  to  the  Board  are  eligible, 
irrespective  of  whether  or  not  they  pay 
a  levy.  Some  minor  changes  to  condi- 
tions for  special  grants  have  been  made.

Sterling  Health  and 
Homecare  divisions 
to  combine 

The  Sterling  Health  and  Sterling  Home- 
care  divisions  of  the  Sterling-Winthrop 
Group  have  been  merged  and  will  in 
future  trade  under  the  name  Sterling 
Health.  In  addition  to  family  health  pro- 
ducts, the  division  will  market  a  range 
of  household  and  hygiene  brands,  includ- 
ing Izal,  Zal,  Shift  and  Sona. 

The  major  reason  for  the  merger,  say 
the  company,  is  to  capitalise  on  the  re- 
putation of  the  Sterling  Health  name. 
The  combined  division  will  be  better 
placed  to  improve  its  position  in  an 
increasingly  competitive  market  and  to 
develop  new  products. 

Mr  Colin  Twaite  will  head  the  new 
combined  division  as  director  and 
general  manager.  Mr  David  Bysouth  has 
been  given  overall  responsibility  for  sales 
and  marketing  with  Mr  Roger  Thomas 
as  marketing  director  and  Mr  Peter 
Yardley  as  sales  director.  Mr  Tony  Hope 
becomes  commercial  director. 

It  is  expected  that  it  will  take  about 
six  months  to  complete  the  necessary 
changes  in  product  packaging  to  include 
the  Sterling  Health  logo. 

'Substantial  growth' 
for  ICI  drugs 

ICI  say  there  has  been  substantial 
growth  in  sales  of  their  pharmaceutical 
products,  primarily  from  the  increasing 
use  of  Inderal  and  the  introduction  in 
many  countries  of  Tenormin.  In  the 
annual  report  (for  results  see  C&D, 
March  4,  p327)  the  directors  say  that 
despite  a  considerable  research  effort  it 
is  still  not  known  why  a  small  percen- 
tage of  patients  treated  with  Eraldin 
developed  unexpected  side  effects.  Finan- 
cial assistance  continues  where  recog- 
nised adverse  effects  have  caused 
permanent  injury  even  though  ICI  has 
been  advised  that  there  is  no  legal 
liability  to  make  payments. 

The  report  also  mentions  the  retire- 
ment of  the  chairman,  Sir  Rowland 
Wright  on  March  31.  It  says  his  leader- 
ship has  been  of  inestimable  value  dur- 
ing a  period  of  difficult  external  circum- 
stances. Mr  Maurice  Hodgson,  a  deputy 
chairman  since  1972,  has  been  elected 
chairman  to  succeed  Sir  Rowland.  Mr 
J.  H.  Harvey- Jones  replaces  Mr  Hodgson 
as  deputy  chairman. 

Beecham  acquire  US 
veterinary  business 

Beechams  are  proposing  to  purchase  the 
North  American  veterinary  and  animal 
health  business  of  Rohm  and  Haas,  a  US 
chemical  company,  and  the  assets  of 
their  veterinary  and  animal  health  busi- 
nesses in  the  UK,  Europe  and  Australia. 
Agreement  in  principle  has  been  reached 
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by  the  two  companies  and  completion  is 
expected  by  March  31,  subject  to  appro- 
val by  the  exchange  control  authorities. 

The  purchase  price  is  $18. 5m  (£9. 5m), 
which  will  be  paid  in  cash  from  Bee- 
cham's  own  resources.  In  1977  sales  in 
the  territories  concerned  were  approxi- 
mately $  16.7m,  and  there  was  a  pre-tax 
loss  of  approximately  $760,000.  More 
than  three-quarters  of  the  total  sales 
were  in  the  USA.  The  estimated  value  of 
the  tangible  assets  to  be  acquired  is  $16m. 

The  North  American  operations,  which 
include  factories  at  Meyerstown,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  White  Hall,  Illinois,  will  be 
taken  over  by  Beecham  Laboratories, 
which  is  responsible  for  the  company's 
pharmaceutical  operations  in  the  USA 
and  already  has  a  well-established  and 
profitable  veterinary  business.  In  the  UK, 
Europe  (with  the  exception  of  Belgium) 
and  Australia  the  business  is  carried  on 
through  distributors.  The  UK  and  Euro- 
pean operations  will  become  the  responsi- 
bility of  Beecham  Animal  Health,  which 
is  also  well  established  and  profitable. 

Primarily  by  rationalising  the  product 
range  and  realising  its  international 
potential,  Beecham  consider  that  they 
can  restore  the  business  to  profitability 
in  the  first  twelve  months  of  ownership. 

Syntex  ahead  in 
second  quarter 

Net  sales  of  Syntex  Corporation  in  the 
second  quarter  of  the  1978  fiscal  year,  the 
three  months  ended  January  31,  were 
$93m,  a  20  per  cent  increase  over  the 
same  period  a  year  ago.  Net  income  was 
$  12.6m,  an  increase  of  34  per  cent.  For 
the  first  six  months  of  the  fiscal  year, 
sales  increased  14  per  cent  to  $176m. 

Unilever  10  pc  down 

Sales  of  Unilever  NV  and  Unilever  Ltd 
in  1977  totalled  £9, 147m,  compared  with 
£8,731  in  1976.  However  the  pre-tax 
profit  was  £550.6m  against  £610.8m.  The 
company  points  out  that  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  sales  were  8  per  cent 
higher  than  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the 
previous  year,  but  the  increase  in  volume 
was  negligible. 

The  operating  profit  in  this  quarter 
was  up  2  per  cent,  but  substantial  non- 
recurring items  caused  the  pre-tax  profit 
to  drop  6  per  cent.  Among  the  non- 
recurring items  was  provision  for  the 
cost  of  reorganisation  in  some  of  the 
subsidiary  companies.  In  Europe  some 
groups  of  products,  including  detergents 
and  toiletries  had  improved  performance. 

The  rise  in  sales  in  1977  was  due  en- 
tirely to  higher  selling  prices  rather  than 
increased  volume.  Consequently  the 
profit,  particularly  in  Europe,  for  nearly 
all  the  product  groups  was  less  than  in 
1976  and  the  margins  were  unsatisfactory. 

Ciba-Geigy  UK  sales 

Unaudited  figures  for  the  Ciba-Geigy 
Group  in  the  UK  show  that  1977  con- 
solidated sales  amounted  to  £304. 3m,  an 
increase  of  20  per  cent  over  the  com- 


parable figure  for  1976.  Export  sales 
rose  by  25  per  cent  from  £93. 0m  to 
£1 16.3m  and  represented  38  per  cent  of 
the  UK  business.  Capital  expenditure 
during  1977  amounted,  to  £17m.

Where  price  changes  occurred  in 
botanicals  and  spices  they  were 
mostly  in  a  downward  direction.  They 
included  aloes,  balsams,  buchu,  cin- 
namon, gentian  root,  henbane,  lemon 
peel,  sarsaparilla,  some  aromatic 
seeds,  senega  and  tonquin  beans. 
Higher  were  benzoin,  cascara, 
cochineal  and  witchhazel  leaves.  Sup- 
plies of  ginger  remain  short  with 
cochin  the  only  source  quoted 
forward.
